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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



6, A.) The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 



Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter, which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and /or use the invention. 

Claims 1 and 26 are not enabled because there are no 
positively recited steps being performed. Examiner is unsure where 
the preamble ends and the body of the claim begins and where is 
the transition from the preamble to the body of the claim. Examiner 
does not give any weight for " intended use " in any of the claims. 
Examiner will address these claims as best understood. 



7. B.) The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 



Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention.

Jansen et al. (US.6, 108,436) discloses system for controlling registration of a 
web and method of use thereof. 

Hasebe et al. (US.5,734,412) discloses scan type laser marking device including 
a scanning speed setting a device. 

Nishi (US. 6. 522,386 B1) discloses exposure apparatus having projection optical 
system with aberration correction element. 

Shimano et al. (US. 5, 774,444) discloses split photo detector for detecting a 
central portion and a peripheral portion of a reflected light beam. 

Ranger et al. (US.4, 977,458) discloses apparatus for addressing a font to 
suppress moire patterns occurring thereby and a method for use therein.
